Speaking on the subject "Trends 


in Modern Thought" Dr. Charles E. 
Clark, dean of the School of Law 
of Yale university, delivered 
the 


principal .address at the symposium 
for lawyers held in Brua 
chapel 


this afternoon. 


Dr. Clark opened his speech by 


saying that it is a commonplace belief 
that we are in the grip of the post 
war disillusions. In art, in music, 
in literature* and in philosophy we 
taste the dregs and find them ap- 
propriate to our moods. The emo- 
tions of the people of today are 
telling them of destruction and the 
decline of all civilization, so hence 
the popularity of a brilliant Ger- 
man philosopher who~ writes about 
the doom and decay,of nations. 


Continuing, Dr. Clark said, "In 


this welter of futilitarianism it is 
surprising to find at least one §roup 
of thinkers moving against .the cur- 
rent of their time and seeming, al- 
thought they 
claim the title of 


realists, to have a truly romantic 
belief in the 
efficacy of human 


thought and in the potentialities of 
hitman endeavor." 


The speaker then described the 


awakening of the 
law and 
the 


breaking away' from many of the 
traditions that grew around legal 
principles under the leadership of 
Bracton, Coke, Blackstone, Kent 
and Story, all great legal minds. 


One of the first steps toward a 


drastic break in legal tradition 
came with the appointment of C. 
C. Langdell as dean of the Harvard 
aw school in 1870. The innovations 
of the dean included a change in 
the method of legal instruction, 
higher entrance requirements were 
required and full time instructors 
were employed. 


"With the present century, there 


came the need for new principles 
and new techniques to satisfy the 
egal philosopher. Undoubtedly he 
felt the pressure of the age in 
which he was living. The growing 
tyranny of the machine, the crush- 
ng weight with which it rested 
upon the individual and the at- 
tempt of the reformer to alleviate 
the victims of the social organiza- 
;ion aroused his interest at a time 
when the courts were developing 
constitutional formulas which -re- 
tarded legislative relief. 
There 


was an increasing insistence upon 
the law as a reflection of com-

New York, May 27 (AP).—Park 


Commissioner Walter R. Herrick 
testified today before, the legisla- 
tive investigating committee that he 
bought for Mayor Walker with the 
mayor's money 300 shares of Inter- 
state trust company stock which 
was issued in Herrick's name and 
part of which was posted for collat- 
eral for a loan to the Equitable bus 
company. 


Walker denied on the stand yes- 


terday and Wednesday that he had 
ever owned the stock directly or in- 
directly. 


Just before 
Herrick took the 


stand, Samuel Seabury, chief coun- 
sel for the committee, in reply to a 
motion by democratic members that 
all testimony taken since April 26 
be stricken from the records, de- 
clared that Walker's testimony had 
been "vague on all points" and that 
Russell T. Sherwood's "flight hi the 
face of accusation is some evidence 
of guilt." 


Although the courtroom was less 


crowded than it was yesterday and 
Wednesday when Walker was on 
the stand, all seats were taken. To- 
day's crowd apparently was more 
friendly to Seabury. 


"The mayor registered a mental 


reservation," Seabury today told the 
committee. 


Herrick in his testimony said that 


he had taken the matter up with 
Walker and that Walker told him 
he would get him the right to buy 
the stock in question.

"The 
difference 
between great 


universities and small colleges, while 
often great in student enrollment, 
is, after all, only a matter of de- 
gree," Dr. James R. Angell, presi- 
dent of Yale university, said in ex- 
tending greetings to Gettysburg 
college at the centennial celebration 
on Memorial field this morning. 


Dr. Angell's address follows: 
I count it a great honor, on be- 


half of Yale University, now well 
along on a third century of life, to 
bring to Gettysburg college, upon 
the one hundredth anniversary of 
its founding, the most sincere con- 
gratulations and best of wishes for 
its future. 


As a subject pertinent to such an 


auspicious 
occasion, 
when 
our 


thoughts are naturally turned both 
to the past and to the future, I ven- speakers of tli 
ture -to call attention to the de- this evening.- 
pendence of the colleges upon the 
constituencies which they serve, a 
dependence in part financial, in part 
strictly educational. It is often as- 
sumed that they are quite free to 
pursue any course they wish and to 
establish w h a t e v e r educational 
standards they choose. Meantime, 
the professional critics constantly 
attack them for failure to comply 
with the ideals which these critics 
happen at the moment to entertain, 
regardless of whether such ideals 
are within the range of practical 
realization or not.- 


As a matter of fact, all education- 


al institutions are, and ought to be, 
measurably dependent both 
for 


moral and financial support, upon 
the group which ihey serve, and the 
only differences among them con- 
cern the extent to which this is 
true. 


College Independence 


The great university liberally en- 


dowed and drawing its students 
from all over the world-is doubtless 
more independent of transient pub- 
lic opinion than the state univer- 
sity, or the municipal college, which i 
must rely upon public taxation for 
its maintenance; and more inde- 
pendent also than the small college 
which must look to a religious sect, 
or a local community for its sup- 
port, to whose demands it must, in 
the nature of the case, be hyper- 
sensitive. But the difference, while 
often large, is, after all, one of de- 
gree. 


The small college and the tax- 


supported institution are alike sure 
to be more or less at the mercy of 
the public school as to the training 
received by the students who come 
to them and whom they must often 
accept with whatever limitations 
may be involved, if they are to have 
any students at all. The level at 
which the college can carry on its 
work is thus in considerable meas- 
ure determined for it by outside 
agencies which it cannot directly 
control. But the great endowed in- 
situation is likewise appreciably 
limited in its independence of ac-

State Educator Describes 


Original Charter Of Local 


College. 


Two outstanding historic events 


in Pennsylvania public school his- 
tory were credited to Gettysburg 
college by Dr. James N. Rule, state 
superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, when ho brought greetings 
from the state department today on 
the occasion of the centennial cele- 
bration of the founding of the col- 
lege. 


The original charter of the col- 


lege, according to the staie superin- 
tendent, required the college to pre- 
pare teachers for the German 
schools, then a part of the educa- 
tional life of the state, and for the 
common schools. In return for this 
service to public education, the col- 
lege in 1834 received a grant of 
$3,000 from the state and the same 
amount for each of the five suc- 
ceeding years, adding that fifteen 
young men were to be educated for 
common school teachers.

Speaking on the subject “Trends 
in Modern Thought" Dr. Charles E. 
Clark, dean of the School of Law’ 
of Yale 
university, delivered

Dr. Clark opened his speech by 
saying Hint it is a commonplace belief 
that we are in the grip of the post 
war disUlusions. 
In art, in music. 
in literature- and in philosophy we 
taste the dregs and find them ap­ 
propriate to our moods. The emo-1 
tions of the people of today are 
telling them of destruction and the 
decline of all civilization, so hence 
the popularity of a brilliant Ger­ 
man philosoplier who writes about 
the doom and decay of nations. 
Continuing. Dr. Clark said,

this welter of futilitarianism it is 
surprising to find at least one (p-oup 
of thinkers moving against the cur­ 
rent of their time and seeming, al­ 
though they 
claim the

realists, to have a truly romantic

in the 
efficacy of 
human 
thought and in the potentialities of 
human endeavor.” 
The speaker then described 
the 
awakening 
of the 
law and

breaking away from many of the 
traditions that grew around legal 
principles under the leadership of 
Bracton, Coke. 
Blackstone, Kent 
and 8tory, all great legal minds. 
One of the first steps toward 
a 
drastic 
break 
in legal 
tradition 
came with the appointment of C. 
Langdell as dean of the Harvard 
law school in 1870. The innovations 
of the dean included a change in 
the 
method 
of 
legal instruction, 
higher entrance requirements were 
required and full time instructors 
were employed. 
With the present century there 
came the need for new principles 
and new techniques to satisfy the 
legal philosopher. Undoubtedly he 
felt the 
pressure of

which he was living. The growing 
tyranny of the machine, the crush­

upon the Individual and the at­ 
tempt of the reformer to alleviate

universities and small colleges, while 
often great in student enrollment, 
Is, after all, only a matter of de­ 
gree,” Dr. James R. Angell, presi­ 
dent of Yale university, said in ex­

Gettysburg 
college at the centennial celebration 
on Memorial field this morning. 
Dr, Angelic address follows; 
I count it a great honor, on be­ 
half of Yale University, now well 
along on a third century' of life, to 
bring to Gettysburg college, upon 
the one hundredth anniversary of 
its founding, the most sincere con­ 
gratulations and best of wishes for 
its future. 
As a subject pertinent to such an 
auspicious 
occasion, 
when 
our 
thoughts are naturally turned both 
to the past and to the future, I ven­ 
ture to call attention to the de­ 
pendence of the colleges upon the 
constituencies which they serve, a 
dependence in part financial, in part 
strictly educational. It is often as­ 
sumed that they are quite free to 
pursue any course they wish and to 
establish w h a t e v e r educational 
standards they choose. 
Meantime, 
the professional critics constantly 
attack them for failure to comply 
with the ideals which these critics 
happen at the moment to entertain, 
regardless of whether such ideals 
are within the range of practical 
realization or not.* 
As a matter of fact, all education­ 
al institutions are, and ought to be, 
measurably 
dependent 
both 
for 
moral and financial support, upon 
the group w’hich they serve, and the 
only differences among them con­ 
cern the extent to which this is 
true. 
College Independence 
The great university liberally en­ 
dowed and drawing its students 
from all over the world A* doubtless 
more independent of transient pub­ 
lic opinion than the state univer­ 
sity, or tile municipal college, which 
must rely upon public taxation for 
its maintenance; and more inde­ 
pendent also than the small college 
which must look to a religious sect, 
or a local community for its sup­ 
port, to whase demands it must, in 
the nature of the case, be hyper­ 
sensitive. But the difference, while 
often large, is, after all, one of de­ 
gree. 
The small college and the tax- 
supported institution are alike sure ] 
to be more or less at the mercy of 
the public school as to the training 
received by the students who come 
to them and whom they must often 
accept with whatever 
limitations 
may be involved, if they are to have 
any students at ail. 
The level at 
which the college can carry on its 
work is thus in considerable meas­ 
ure determined for it by outside 
agencies which it cannot directly 
control. But the great endowed in­ 
situation 
is 
likewise 
appreciably 
limited in its independence of ac­ 
tion by similar considerations. 
The graduate 
and professional 
schools of such Institutions must 
accept the students emerging from 
tl^e colleges, and, while they can 
select from among their applicants 
those whom they think best fitted, 
they must, after all, largely accom­ 
modate themselves to the status quo 
in the institutions from which these 
graduates 
come. 
Similarly 
they 
can. and do, 
determine 
the 
en­ 
trance standards for their college 
divisions; but these not in tile di­ 
rection of materially more drastic 
requirements, and, unless they wish 
to lose entirely their public school 
constituency, they must have some 
regard to tire standards and pro­ 
cedures in these schools which are 
increasingly set in disregard, and 
often in defiances, of college en­ 
trance requirements.

invariably ensues a few minutes or 
at most a few hours after pick- 
ing. It is not an uncommon oc- 
currence to see an automobile-party 
with large bunches of flowering 
dogwood, azaleas, mountain laurel, 
rhododendron or other flowering 
plants.

possible for the institution in ques­ 
tion to comply with the most mod­ 
est standards of the accepted lead­ 
ers in these fields. Students may be 
admitted 
far less well 
prepared 
than a respectable college would 
approve and be graduated as a re­ 
sult of accomplishments too shallow 
in any way to justify the degree 
conferred. 
There may be present 
practically none of the attributes 
which would justify the name ‘‘uni­ 
versity’’ that the institution never­ 
theless employs. 
And such prac­ 
tices tend to discredit colleges and 
universities everywhere. 
Meantime, there may be in the 
community where such an institu­ 
tion is established a genuine educa­ 
tional Job to be done and one which 
the school in question is well fitted 
to undertake. 
It is often of the 
utmost consequence that such com­ 
munity needs should be met, and 
that we encourage alt the necessary 
variety of institutional types to care 
for them. 
The unpardonable and 
disastrous thing is to pretend to 
standards which are not, and can­ 
not possibly be, maintained under 
the circumstances. Such procedure 
gravely 
and 
often 
indefinitely 
blocks improvement, for there is 
little motive to improve what al­ 
ready is alleged to be altogether 
excellent. 
Education is as intrinsic a part 
of the expression of tile community 
life as is law or religion. It springs 
from the sam© social soil that nur­ 
tures every other social institution 
and it neither can, nor should, at­ 
tempt to retire into itself in any 
Pharisaical "holier than thou" at­ 
titude. 
It is the medium through 
which society provides that each 
generation 
shall 
start 
a 
little 
ahead 
of 
the fine preceding 
it 
by virtue of the knowledge and ex­ 
perience which have been acquired 
and augmented year by year through 
human effort. 
But, while all this is true, and 
while educational institutions can 
never get very far ahead of the con­ 
ditions and ideals of their own time, 
it ts of the very essence of their 
social function ilia! they should 
always be leading, always be seek- 


whatever else they lacked in glitter, 
glamour and gloss, were dyed in the 
blood of Calvary and .steeped in the 
love of God.

Jacob. Lehman Calls Down

today. 
' Lehman was sentenced by Judge 
"William frv the killing of Ralph 
Spanish last October in an alleged 
gamblers' feud. He was convicted 
last December. 


Asked if he had anything to say 


Lehman walked to the bar and aft- 
er saying he had shot in self de- 
fense, he added, "May the curse 
of God be on you for this." 


'As he was being led from the 


court room he made a dash for the 
door. He was overtaken before he 
reached it but it took five men to 
subdue him as he fought with 
hands and feet. Lehman, who was 
a football star at high school sev- 
eral years ago and later a boxer, 
had been handcuffed when brought 
into the courtroom but these -were 
removed as he sat at the counsel 
table.

ministry. The 1926 census shows 
that of 72,497 ministers reported by 
eighteen leading Proestant denom- 
inations, not including the negro 
churches, 40.6 per cent had neither 
a college nor a seminary education; 
15.2 per cent a college education 
only; 10.7 per cent seminary train- 
ing only, and only 33.5 per cent are 
classified as both college and sem- 
inary graduates." 


Concluding by pointing out the in- 


fluence of the teaching in the semi- 
nary on the thedenominations. Dr. 
Weigle said: "Nowhere has this been 
more true than at Gettysburg. Doctor 
Schmucker was in his day the fore- 
most figure in American Lutheran- 
ism, and even those who dissented 
most from his point of view had to 
take account of him. And the in- 
fluence of the Gettysburg institu- 
tions, college and seminary, did not

possible for the institution in ques- 
tion to comply with the most mod- 
est standards of the accepted lead- 
ers in these fields.

• Meantime, there may be in the 
community where such an institu- 
tion is established a genuine educa- 
tional job to be done and one which 
the school in question is well fitted 
to undertake.

love of God. Gettysburg's sons have 
known no other gospel and may 
God grant that they never will."

The speaker then paid glowing 


tribute to individual sons of Gettys- 
burg who have founded or been co- 
founders of other colleges. When 
Biddle of the class .of '35, and 
Baughman of the 
class of '39 


founded the Virginia institute, now 
Roanoke colege, they laid the foun- 
dation of many noble characters, 
not the least of which is our own 
president, Doctor Hanson. 


"When Ezra. Keller of the class 


of .'35 became the Washington of 
Wittenberg college in 1844, he plant- 
ed something that was worth more 
to Ohio that any fort ever reared on 
the banks of the Ohio. 


"When Amspach of the class of 


'39, helped found the Female semi- 
nary in Hagerstown in the middle of 
the last century, he put lily work on 
the pillars of God's finest temple, 
the womanhood of the land. 


"Following in the wake of these 


founders of colleges, Gettysburg col- 
lege has given the world 94 college 
professors. Thirty-one of the sons 
of 
Gettysburg became seminary 


presidents or professors; forty of her 
sons have become missionaries, most 
of them serving in foreign lands."

Amid the-ringing-of. church bells 


and the firing of musketry on the 
morning of • July'4; 1832, the first 
Gettysburg College; Commencement 
procession started.:'As had been 
previously arranged the small group 
who were to march in the first col- 
lege academic procession awaited 
the tolling of two bells from the 
old German church. Shortly after 
10 o'clock the group started from 
the Academy campus. First to the 
procession were -"the Gettysburg 
Guards, then came the "strangers 
and citizens" two by two, and fol- 
lowing, these came .the . invited 
strangers and .immediately after 
them marched the students of the 
Gymnasium. Then came the stu- 
dents ,of the Seminary, and the 
teachers "„'. and professors. 
Behind 


them' were the clergy and patrons 
of the new. school. Last of all the 
orator of the day, accompanied by 
the. officiating clergyman, concluded 
the first Gettysburg procession. 


The. group moved slowly, to the 


Presbyterian Church where the line 
opened so that the orator and the 
clergyman could march in. Then 
followed the remainder in inverted 
order. As soon as they were all 
seated in their assigned seats, the 
choir.sang a .hymn. Rev. William 
Paxton, DJ)., offered a fervent 
prayer. Then the orator of the day, 
the, Hon. Calvin JBlythe, of Harris- 
burg, gave"-the address. "The instl- 
tttUon," he salov,;"organlzed this day, 
th'ere.ls every reason to believe, will 
prove a Valuable- auxiliary in the 
ireat cause of education. Located 
In' a heathy; Country,! to the midst 
of an active i»4'<ffi%llgent people, 
under the direction of men of ap- 
proved learning- and^ ability, it may 
with confidence be bredicted that it 
will receive, as it'assuredly will de- 
serve, the public patronage."

“To m any of us the world ap­ 
pears to be a huge puzzle,'" said Dr. 
Clark S. Northup, before members 
of the Phi Beta K appa society at 
its banquet "Thursday evening. 
Dr. Northup is national president 
of the Phi Beta K appa society. The 
dinner was given upon the occasion 
of the ten th anniversary of the 
founding of Iota chapter of Penn­ 
sylvania at Gettysburg college. 
"Prom our parents we learn cer­ 
tain maxims about life, Including 
the ten com m andm ents and the 
golden rule, including respect for 
our elders and for th e social order 
into which we have been born, in­ 
cluding sometimes veneration for 
the beliefs and th e creds of our eld­ 
ers," continued the speaker. 
"W ith 
m aturity 
there 
usually 
comes 
disillusionment, 
and 
with 
Stevenson we are forced to admit 
th a t right a rid‘wrong change with 
every clim ate, and there is no coun­ 
try where some action is not honor­ 
ed for a virtue and none where it is 
not branded for a vice; and we look 
in on experience, and find no vital 
congruity in the wisest rules.’ " 
C hristian Church Was Late 
Continuing his address on “The 
Reign of Law", Dr. 
Northup de­ 
clared th a t the church presents us 
a strict moral code and a set of 
difficult beliefs and tells us plainly 
th a t outside her pole we are in 
danger 
of 
perdition. 
Yet 
the 
Christian church cam e late and has 
no satisfactory explanation of what 
happened in the lives of those peo­ 
ple who lived before the Christian 
era. 
There seems to be so m uch con­ 
fusion and disorder among the be­ 
liefs and practices of the people of 
the universe. 
Even in 
one 
small 
community there are persons who 
win favor and prosper, at least out­ 
wardly, and who live outside of the 
church, while those who follow the 
church appear to win no favor for 
their striving 
It is all illogical, 
there is no reason evident in the 
scheme of things. 
There have been answers propos­ 
ed to this puzzle by the historians, 
the astronomers, 
the 
theologians 
and m any others, but none of them 
has been found satisfactory 
The 
Greeks seem to have approached 
the real answer 
Their principle of 
living 
was found 
in 
the 
word.* 
“moderation in ail things". 
"Let 
♦ihere be nothing too m uch”, be­ 
came the golden 
rule 
of 
Greek 
life 
Same Principle Ap pl ie* 
And this same principle is ap­ 
plicable in our life today. 
We re­ 
buke conceit, which is an excessive 
thinking well of ourself; we punish 
theft, which is but an excess of 
thoughtless greed; we suspect that 
too great wealth is a bad thing for 
its owner; we give the millionaire’s 
descendants only two or three gen­ 
erations to revert to the original 
humble condition of the founder of 
the family, lucky lf they fall no low­ 
er than he started. And in num er­ 
ous instances It still works as a 
principle. 
In conclusion the speaker de­ 
clared, “We may not always see the 
meaning of the law, but the belief 
th a t there is a meaning gives zest 
to the search for it. 
And though 
no two of us have the same expert* 
ence in life we may have the con­ 
fidence th a t each in his own way 
out along his own path is somehow 
being schooled in the workings of 
a law which none of us can evade.”

Doctor Sieber declared th a t “the 
two outstanding events th a t gave 
impetus to advance in modem sur­ 
gery were the introduction of anes­ 
thetics in 1846 and, two decades 
later, the enunciation of the princi­ 
ples of antisepsia." 
"These two epoch making dis­ 
coveries,'’ said Doctor Sieber, "were 
the necessary forerunners of th e 
remarkable achievements, th a t to­ 
day. in the field of surgery provide 
relief for hum an suffering and ef­ 
fect a cure of many maladies th a t in 
earlier days were considered hope­ 
less. 
“The pain endured by those unfortunate patients who had to sub­ 
m it to a surgical operation before the days of anesthesia must have been 
almost unbearable. No wonder a surgeon who could perform an am puta­ 
tion of the thigh in two minutes attained m erit because of the speed with 
which he could release his patient from suffering. Speed Is no longer a 
prime factor in surgical procedures. In fact, today, under anesthesia the 
surgeon does his work with precision and deliberation; relieved of the 
necessity for haste, he can exercise calm judgm ent at each step. He can 
handle the living tissues with the utmost gentleness and delicacy of touch 
while the patient is unconscious of the slightest distress." 
The speaker said the Chinese used the vapors of hemp to produce 
unconsciousness and that from the time on a search was made for a safe 
anesthetic, some trying drugs, but none were save nor satisfactory. 
In 1842 a Jefferson, Georgia, physician administered ether to a patient 
for the removal of a tumor on the back of the neck but did not publish 
his discovery.

the discoveries of Pasteur, to em ­ 
ploy a method of treating wound* 
based upon established (fact* re­ 
garding infection which revolution­ 
ized surgery. The antiseptic method 
introduced by him paved the way 
for and made possible the rem ark­ 
able achievements of modem su r­ 
gery. 
Prejudice and ignorance will 
often impede or prevent progress 
and Lister encountered great opposi­ 
tion to his views. 
“Eventually 
after

prolonged 
struggle Lister succeeded in estab­ 
lishing his theory of wound infec­ 
tion and the effeclency of his a n ti­ 
septic method in preventing it.’*

terial afforded by the wounded was 
first treated by operation, but this 
was soon found to be insufficient, if 
not dangerous. As a result m any of 
the methods of traction and exten­ 
sion and m uch of the apparatus of 
the old surgeon, in a more m odem 
form were rediscovered and applied 
to the treatm ent of injuries. 
The 
desire to operate most cases passed 
and a more rational physiological 
and 
mechanical 
theory 
took 
Its 
place, 
“The same thing occurred in the 
treatm ent of wounds. 
In the early 
days of the war, surgeons were 
hunting for some sort of all power­ 
ful antiseptic which would prevent 
Infection and heal wounds. 
B ut as 
tim e went on the tru th th a t John 
H unter taught—th a t inflam m ation 
was a process over which the body 
must gain ascendency or healing 
would 
not 
take 
place—gradually 
forced its way into the surgical 


mind, and the treatm ent of wounds 
on a rational basis was initiated. 
Thus a return to the m ethods of our 
forebears, w ith the knowledge of 
the m odem sciences of biology and 
bacteriology helped to m ake the re­ 
sults much more beneficial. 
“Today, we recognize no finality 
in the progress of surgery. The dif­ 
ficulty is to keep pace w ith the ad­ 
vances made in m any fields of sur­ 
gical achievem ent.”
